E F O R E the Charter of Edward the Firſt, the 


in the Tower of London, do appear. —— 


But as theſe ſeveral Charters do not carry with them 
ſuch Vigour and Force of Law, as the Charter of Ed. I. 
ſupported by ſeveral Acts of Parliament; yet will it 
ſerve to inform the Reader, that theſe Laws were till 
more antient than any of the Records above ſpecified. 
It is evident ro every Day's Experience, that Laws, 
the further they are from their original Inſtitution, 
grow larger and more numerous : In the firſt Coalition, 
(of a People) their Proſpects are not great, they pro- 
vide Laws for their preſent Exigence and Conveni- 
ence; but in Proceſs of Time, poſſibly, their firſt Laws 
are changed, altered, and antiquated, as ſome of the 
Laws ＋ the Twelve Tables of the Romans were; 
but whatſoe ver is done, touching their old Laws, there 
muſt of Neceſſity be a Proviſion of new, ſucceſſively 
anſwering tothe Multitude of ſucceſſive Exigences and 
e wk that in a long Tract of Time will offer 
themſelves; ſo that if any Man could, at this day, have 
the Proſpect of all the Laus of the Britains, before 
4 a any 


Stannaries of Cornwall and Devon were ſubſiſting, 
as by the two ſeveral Charters of King John, and

any Invaſion upon them, it would yet be impoſſible to 
ſay which of them were new, and which old, and to 
recount the ſeveral Seaſons and Periods of Time, where- 
in every Law took its Riſe and Original, (eſpecially ) ſince 
it appears, tha in theſe elder Times, the Britons wert 
not duced to that civilized-Eſtate, as to keep the An- 
nals and Memorials of their Laus and Cuſtoms, as 
the Romans, and other civiliz'd Parts of the World, 
rr 9 1 

Neither is it poſſible to make any General Rule of 
the Law, but that it ſhall fail in ſome, Caſe or other: 
Therefore Makers of Laws have Regard to ſuch Things 
as may often come, and not to every particular Caſe. 

The Corniſh Tradition is, that the Saxons inhabiting 
theſe Parts, were the chief Workers and Searchers for 
Tin, who in thoſe antient Days wrought not with 
Spades, and working Tools, made with Iron, as they 
now do, but all made of Oak; they, as they got their 


Tin, had their Blowing -Houſes, now call'd Smelting- 


Houſes, near their Works; for Proof whereof, divers 


Workers of Tin have often found their Shovels, Spades, 


and Mattocks, made all of Oak and Holly: But | whe- 


ther thoſe Workers were Saxons, or Danes, or any other 
Nation, is not certain; the Tinners call the antient 


Attall Sara- 
ein. 


Works by the Name of the Working of the Jews : it is 
moſt manifeſt, that there were Jews inhabiting here un- 
til the Year of our Lord 1291. and this they prove by 
the Names yet enduring, viz. Attall Sarazin, 'in'Engliſh, 
The Jews Feaſt, But whether they had liberty to work 
and ſearch for Tin, does not appear, becauſe they had 
their Dwellings chiefly in great Towns and Cities; and 
being great Uſurers, were in that Year baniſhed out of

Prince, Edward I. And this further appears, by Poly- 
bius, who, 209 Years before Chriſt, wrote, that this 
Iſland was abundantly ſtored with Tin. Diodorus Si- 
culus floruit ſub Auguſto. It appeareth by ſome antient 
Records, relating to the Cuſtoms of the Stannaries, 
that the Tinners, before the Charter of Edward I.

in the Prince's ſeveral Lands only, where any Tin 
might be found, and had Liberty to dig, ſearch, and 
— Shafrs, and pitch Bounds, paying only to the 
Prince, or Lord of the Soil, the 13 Boll, to and 
for Toll of their Tin, and to work for Tin in Places 
of the moſt Advantage, — ＋ only Sanctuary 
Ground, Churches, Mills, Houſes, and Gardens; pro- 
vided always, that if the ſaid Tinners, in their work- 


ing, chanced to ſubvert or work up any Man's Houſe, 


or High Way, the Tinners fo ſubverting, ſhould, at 
their own. proper Coſt and Charges, make, or cauſe to 
be made up, the ſaid Houſes, or High Way, ſo ſub- 
verted or undermined, ſo lawful. and ſufficient as they 
were before, the Bounds of all and every ſeveral 
Courts being moſt _— to be known; for as the 
Body of Man is beſt order'd when every particular 


Member exerciſeth his Property, ſo the Body of the 1 i, 
Commonwealth is beſt govern'd, when every ſeveral 2 : 


Court of Juſtice executeth his proper Juriſdiction. 
: Therefore Doctor and Student, treating of the Cuſtoms 
of the Realm, ſay, They are the very Ground of divers 
Courts; and tho in ſome Statutes mention is made of 
theſe Courts, yet nevertheleſs of the: firſt Inſtitution of 
Courts, and that ſuch Courts ſhould be, there is no

The Cuſtoms of Kent, where the Lands which ate 


called Gavelkind Lands, by that Cuſtom, deſcend to all 
the Heirs Male in equal Proportion, and ſeveral other 
Cuſtoms, in force only in that County: The Cuſtoms 


of London, which are very numerous, the Cuſtoms of 


Mannors, by which ſome Lands deſcend to the young- 
eſt Sons, this Cuſtom is called Borough-Engliſh; and 
thele private or particular Cuſtoms differ from the 
Common Law in this, that they only paſs for Law 
in thoſe Places where they have been, and allowed for

Cuſtoms beyond the Memory of Man: Whereas che 


Common Law is the general Cuſtom in Force, all the 
Kingdom over, unleſs altered by Act of Parliament, 
and not reſtrained to one particular Place; and there 
are no Statutes that treat of the Beginning of Cuſtoms, 
nor why they ſhould be held for Law ; but of every 
Cuſtom there are two eſſential Parts, Time out of 
Mind, and Continuance and peaceable Uſage withour 
lawful Interruption. x _ 

When Matters of Moment relating to the Cuſtoms 
of thoſe Stannaries come to be queſtioned and debated, 
there were, and are, in every of the ſaid Counties of 
Cornwall and Devon, ſeveral Parliaments, or General 
Aſſemblies of Tinners, ſummoned by the King's War- 
rant, directed to the Lord Warden of the Stannaries, 
whereunto every Stannary ſendeth Burgeſſes, by whoſe 


Advice and Conſent, Conſtitutions, Orders, and Laws, 
are made touching Tin Cauſes; the ſame do bind the 


whole Body of Tinners as firmly as if the ſame had 
been eſtabliſhed in the general Parliament of this 
Realm. „ N 40 
It is further evident, by the firſt Part of the Charter 
of Edward I. hereafter ſet forth, which hath theſe Words, 
Sciatis, quod nos ad emendationem Stannar* noſtrar in Com' 
Cornub* ad tranquillitatem &. utilitatem Stannator c. ſicut

In the 35 Edw. I. two Years after granting of this 
Charter, tis recorded, that Walter Wallyns, Stannator, was 
indicted at Exeter, before the Juſtices Itinerant, for kil- 
ling Walter Wallns, the Son of his Brother in Decena de 
Horne. Therefore thoſe Courts, and all other Courts 


of inferior Juriſdiction, ' we doubt, have uſurped Au- 


thorities not conſiſtent with their original Juriſdiction, 
The antient Judges, and Sages of the Law, have ever 
(as it appeareth in our Books) ſuppreſſed Innovations 
and Novelties in the Beginning, as ſoon as they have 
offered to creep up, leſt the Quiet of the — 
wea

wealth might be diſturbed; and fo have Acts of 
Parliament done the like ; therefore an Amendment 
of thoſe Stannaries, ſupported by Parliament, was 
thought neceſſary. 

Tis probable, that aſter-Wardens of the Stannaries 
were of the ſame Opinion; for in the 51ſt of Edv. III. 
an Amendment and Explanation of thoſe Stannaries 
was petitioned for by Parliament, in theſe Words: 
&« Incaſe a Tinner be taken for Felony, and deliver d 
« to the Warden, he is very often ſuffered to go ar 
“ large; from whence much Danger hath oftentimes 


happened; and alſo from there not being a Deli- 


“ livery of the Goal above once in ten Years; be- 
« fore which Act the Cuſtoms of the Stannaries were 


« yarioully interpreted.” Vide the Act of Expoſition 


hereafter ſet forth.

holds the Court by them, the Cuſtom is extinguiſhed; 

but this muſt be meant without Parliament. ; 
All Courts of Record are originally the King's, and 


derived from him as the Fountain of all Juſtice ; for 


though a Corporation may be by Proſcription, yet it 


ſhall be intended, that ſuch Corporation did (originally) 
derive its Authority, by Grant, from the King, for the 


King is the Head of the Commonwealth, and all the

* Commonweath, in reſpect of him, is but as one Cor 
ration; as all other Corporations are but Limbs of a 
reater. | 
The Stannaries are not ſuch Courts, within the Ma- 
xim of the Common Law, they are Courts by Cu- 
ſtom, confirmed by Charter and Act of Parliament. 
Obſerve the Words ad emendationem Stannariorung Oc. 
& duieti ſunt de omnibus tallagiis, theolonits, ſtallagiis, auxil- 
lis & aliis cuſtomis quibuſcunque in villis portubus feriis Oc. 
Et Equas & Curſus aquarum ad operationes Stannar pred di- 
vertere ubi & quoties opus fuerit & emere buſcam ad functu- 
ram Stanni ſicut antiquitus fieri conſuevit. In Engliſh 
(thus) For the Amendment of our Stannaries, &c. and 
that they may be quit from all Tallages, Tolls, Stallages, 
Aids, and other Cuſtoms whatſoever, in Towns, Ports, 
Fairs, &c. and the Waters, and Water-Courſes, for the 
working of the Stannaries aforeſaid, and to turn, when and 
fo often as need ſhall require, and to buy Buſhments for 
the melting of Tin, as of old Time hath been accuſtomed to be 
done. And the Statute of the 51ſt of Edu. III. gives no 
new Conſtruction, but an Explanation of the ſaid 
Charter of the 33d of Edw. I, and taketh away the Am- 
biguities of the Words of the ſaid Charter, and abo- 
liſheth the Griefs of the ſaid Tinners. Yide the Statute 
of King Charles I. where all the Privileges of the Tinners 
are confirmed and explained. 
Soc, by the Cuſtom of the City of London, a Foreigner 
within the City, ſhall not ſell Things by Retale, on 
Pain of Five Pounds ; but it is not good by Charter ; 
therefore Cities which are incorporated within Time of 
Ce. 8. R. fo. Memory, cannot have fuch Privileges without Par-

By Continuance of Time, the Tinners having great 

Profits by Tin, wrought by Cuſtom until the 33d of 
Edw. I. Ann. Dom. 1305. It was thought good, by the 
Tinners of the County of Cornwall, to procure by Char- 
ter, free Liberty to dig and ſearch for Tin in any Place 

where Tin might be found, and a Court to determine |

(viz.) Freeholders, which might bind their Heirs, by 
their Inheritance to the ſaid Court, wherein the Inha- 
bitants of the Stannary of Blackmore, brought this Mat- 


ter to good Effect, for, ant in the Name of the whole 


County, and obtained this Grant from the Prince of fa- 
mous Memory, King Edward I. as by the faid Chatter 
co the Tinners hereafter mentioned does appear, and 
is now called by che Name of One Stannary only, al- 
tho divided into four, for the Uſe of the whole Coun- 
ty. In thoſe Days there were Gentlemen dwelling in 
Blackmore Stannary, chiefly in thoſe Pariſhes, St. Anſtell. 
Luxillion, Lanleury, Roach, Eva, St. Stephens, St. Mewan, and 
St, Denis, which offered to bind their Lands and their 
Heirs for ever, to anſwer unto the Court of the Stan- 
nary of Blackmore, (viz.) Predis Leweqgon, Herles Timy- 
row, Leftowen Laffribim and Reynolds, Tinners; theſe 
Gentlemen did not only bind themſelves and their 
Heirs, within the ſaid ſeveral Pariſhes, to anſwer at 
every Law-Cour:t within the ſaid Stannary, but are unto 
this Time amerced for their ſeveral Deſaults, if they 
appear not at the ſaid Court: There were alſo within 
theſe Pariſhes eight other Gentlemen, which bound 


| their Tythings wholly to appear, and to do Suit to the 


Court on every Law-Day, and are amerced if they do 
not appear; and alſo eight Tythingmen, to ſerve the 
Court continually, one for every Tything, which do 
fill continue, and are in full Force, whoſe Names and 
Fines are as follows, (viz. ) |

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Beſides all theſe, there are other Tythings which pay 
a yearly Fine to the Prince, and are not bound to any 
Suit at all, which Duty is yearly paid into the Exche- 
quer, by the Bailiff. of, thg Stannary, which is three 
Pounds odd Money, a great Part whereof of late Years, 
have been loſt. | 

The Tythingman of Lowheliſhall is compelled to levy 
the whole at the Audit; the Place where the principal 
Court aforeſaid in old time us d to be kept, is unto this 
Day called Hallew, alias Haldew, being a Corniſh Name, 
as much as to ſay Blackmore. 

There is likewiſe another Duty paid into the Ex- 
chequer out of the Stannary of Blackmore, called Tri- 
bullage, or Shovel-Money : This Duty ought to be col- 
lected and gathered of every Tinner, working and 
ſearching for Tin? within the Hundred of Pyder, year- 
ly, one Halfpenny ; for this Collection the Bailiff pay- 
eth into the Exchequer yearly vij s. viij d. 


The Particulars the Bailiff ſhall be charged withal, on 
his Account, payable upon the 16th or 17th of

All this I have ſet down, that it may appear moſt 
manifeſt unto the Reader, that as the Inhabitants of 
Blackmore were the only Purchaſers of the Grant, or 
Charter, of the Tinners of Cornwall, ſo are they yearly 
burthened with the Payment of theſe yearly Sums; 
and as for the Stannaries of Foweymore, Penwith, 
Kirrier, and Tywarnhale, they are charged with no more 
Payments but only the Perquiſites and Amerceaments 
of their ſeveral Courts, the Charter being granted by 
the Prince, and delivered unto the Tinners of Black- 
more, and a Common Seal made for the ſame Purpoſe,

of a pretty Breadth, having the Print in it of one 
working with a Spade in a Tin-Work, and another 
with a Pick-Ax, delivered to them, together with the 
ſaid Charter. Theſe, the Tinners receiving, appointed 
it to be kept in the Tower of Luxillian, in a Coffer with 
eight — and eight Keys. This common Seal of 
Tinners ſerveth for the following Purpoſe, viz. that if 
they ſhould be moleſted, grinded, or wrongfully trou- 
bled, contrary to their antient Cuſtoms and Liberties, 
they, by preſenting to the Prince, or his Council, Sup- 
lication of their Griefs, having their common Seal there- 
l under annexed, might have the better Credit at the 
; Hands of His Highneſs, or his honourable Council, as 
hath ſeveral Times been the Cuſtom both of the Tin- 
ners of Cornwall and Devon. 

Before the Charter of Edw. I. all the Tin in Corn- 
wall and Devon, to whomſoever the Land belong'd, ap- 
pertained to the King; and this is proved by di- 
vers Records, and by the Charters amongſt the Re- 
cords of the Biſhop of Exeter, and that all the Lands 
of the County were the Demeſne of the King, and upon 
Grant of the ſaid Lands, the King reſerved the Mines 
to himſelf, is alſo by the Prerogative of his Crown; and 
altho' the Ore thereof be in another's Land, it is for the 
Excellency of the Matter, appropriated by Law to the 
Perſon moſt Excellent | the King]: Firſt, for the Ne- Pw. Cor. 
ceſſity of defending his People, and preſerving the Com- 
monwealth againſt foreign Hoſtilixy ; and Secondly, 
for the Convenience of his Subjects, that they, by the 
Coin made thereof, (which the King only may make) 
may have between them mutual Commerce and Trat- 
fick, becauſe, if the Subject ſhould have Gold or Silver 
in his own Land, he might have converted it into 
Coin, and would thereby exceed the King in Treaſure. 

No Mine of Copper being void of Gold, and no 
Mine of Tin void of Silver. 

The King ſhall have, by his Prerogative, Mines of 

Copper, containing Gold or Silver, in the Lands of 
J another, becauſe they are as things entire, by the Com-

And although it be to the Prejudice of another's 
Freehold, yet becauſe the Law gives theſe Mines to the 
King, it giveth him all neceſſary Means to improve it, 
by digging, with all Incidents thereunto, for every Pre- 
rogative contains in itſelf Preſcription ; for it is an U- 
ſage, and as Preſcription and Uſage will give Title and 
Intereſt to the King in the Freehold of another, ſo, by 
Prerogative, the King might enter into the Woods of 
another, and take Trees for Repair of his Caſtles, be- 
fore the Statute of Magna Charta, cap. 22. he might like- 
wiſe diſafforeſt another Man's Woods, before the Statute 
of Foreſta, cap. 2. And therefore thoſe in Cornwall and 
Devon, for digging in their Land, and in other Land, 
for Tin, and to have this to their Uſe, derive their 
Power from the Kings of this Realm by having ſeveral 
Liberties granted them from the Crown, as by Charter 
33d Edu. I. confirmed by Rich. II. «c. but the Power 
iven to them for to dig in another's Land, and to pull 
down Houſes of another, was reſtrained by the Statute 
of the 50 Edu. III. Derbyſhire, and other Places preſcribe 
to take Lead of Mines ſtirile, which is without Gold or 
Silver, without paying any thing. 

The Kings of England in their Times, and alſo the 
Dukes of Cornwall, have had the Pre-emption of Tin, 
which is a Privilege belonging unto, and reſerved unto 
themſelves by their Charters of Liberties granted unto 
the Tinners, which Pre-emprtion, as by — Prece- 
dents may be proved, both the Kings of England and 
Dukes of Cornwall have made uſe of, when they wanted 
Money. Vide the Clauſe in the Charter of Edw. I. Niſi 
(ſaith he) nos vel beredes noſtri Stannum illud emere volue- 
rimus. 

This Clauſe is to be underſtood according to the 
Charter of Hen. VII. where twenty four Stannators in 
Parliament, or Convocation, aſſembled, or ſixteen of 


them are conſenting. | | 
=” Prince 
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Prince Arthur, eldeſt Son to King Hen. VII. made 


certain Conſtitutions relating to the Stannaries, which 
the Tinners refuſing to obſerve, and taking greater Li- 
berry than was juſtifiable by their Charters, King 
Hen. VII. (who ſeldom let ſlip any Opportunity of fil- 
ling his Coffers) made that a Pretence, after Prince 
Arthur's Death, to ſecure the Stannaries into his own 
Hands; but finding that it did not turn to ſuch Ac- 
count as he expected, was prevailed upon to accept of 
i ooo l. for all the pretended Forfeitures, granting them 
his Charter of Pardon; by which Charter he further 
enacted, that no Law relating to the Tinners, ſhould 
be made without the Conſent of twenty four Stanna- 


tors, and thoſe to be choſen by the Mayors and Coun- 


cil of the Boroughs in the four Diviſions of the Stan- 
naries. Vide the Charter now remaining on Record in 
the Chapel of the Rolls. 

And it is by the ſaid Charters of Privileges expreſsly 
mentioned, That no Tinners whatſoever, ſhall ſell or 
diſpoſe of any Tin, in either of the ſaid Counties of 
Cornwall and Devon, either black or white Tin, but on- 
ly at ſeveral appointed Times in the Year to which 
Places all the vendible Tin in the ſeveral Counties 
aforeſaid are brought and weighed by a Beam and 
Weights, and after the ſame is lo weighed, it is coined 
with a Stamp, called the Coinage, for which there is 
due to the Prince, as Duke of Cornwall, the Sum of 
Forty Shillings for every Thouſand Weight ſo weighed 
and coined, and is Parcel of the Revenues of the Dutchy 
of Cornwall, firſt granted by King Edw. III. unto the Duke 
of Cornwall, and annexed unto the ſaid Dutchy by the 
Name of the Coinage of Tin. 

Before this Dutchy came to the Crown, the Dukes 
and Earls thereof had Royal Juriſdiction; but the 
Dutchy returning again to the Crown in the Reign of 


Edu. III. he, in the 11th Year of his Reign, created ir Z#w.lll, 


Edward the Black Prince, his eldeſt Son, Duke of Corn- 
wall, and ſettled the Dutchy after ſuch ſpecial Manner 
by Act of Parliament, as that it ſhould remain a Re- 
venue to attend the Sons and Heirs apparent of the 

Crown 
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Crown of England, Dukes of Cornwall, for ever. The 
Black Prince was, at the Time of that Creation, under 


the Age of eight Years, and held the ſame very long, 
but dying before his Father, he left Prince Richard his 
Son and Heir, who was, in the 51ſt of Edw. III. his 
Grandfather, created Prince of Wales, and had likewiſe 
the Dukedom of Cornwall, and Earldom of Cheſter, given 
to him, and on Chriſtmas-day following, cauſed him to fir 
at his Table above all his own Children, as repreſent- 
ing the Perſonage of the Heir-apparent; no Son of the 
King, but his firſt begotten, ſhall be Duke of Cornwall, 
although he be Heir-Apparent to the Crown. 

The Eſtate is limited to ceaſe when the King hath no 
firſt begotten Son, and to revive when he hath, which 
— without the Statute. TheCharter of Creation 
of the Prince, Duke of Cornwall, the 1 1th of Edw, III. 
is an Act of Parliament; for ſuch a Limitation to the 
firſt· begotten is void without Statute, for if the Grand- 
father be King, the Father Duke, and Son be, if the 
King die, the Father is King, and Son Duke, by the 
ſaid Statute, againſt the Rules of Law. Vide the Prince's 
Caſe, 3d of King James I. in Cancel!

dies ta find them negligent in renewing, by which means they 
get their Works from them, the Experience of which is daily 
ſeen - they ſay al ſa, that there is anather Remedy, to fetch Water 
from the Leat of another Man's Work to ſave your Work, and 
not to put his Work in Danger; that is, to pay a Farm to the 
Work from whence you take your Water for the Uſe of your 
Work, This I have {et forth by way of Information, it being 
the Senſe of an Author of a curious Manuſcript, I now have in 
my Cuſtody, writ in the Reign of Henry VIII.

Amongſt other Things it may not be amiſs to ſet forth the 
lamentable Caſe of the poor Priſoners, remaining in the Geal, 
or abroad at many Priſons in the Goaler's Cuſtody. At the Law 
Court holden for Blackmore, in the 28th of April, Anno Dom. 


Tempore Eliz, 1586. a Queſtion was preferred to the Jurates, being the chief 


Cuſtomers of Tinners ſworn for the Queen at that Court, to 
be reſolved by their Verdict, what the Fees of the Goal ought 
to be paid at the bringing in of a Priſoner; preſented in their 
Anſwer, that the Keeper ought to have at the bringing in of a 
_ 6 d. and every Day he remaineth in the Goal at the 
Keeper's finding 4 d. every Day the Priſoner goeth at large, 
at the Keeper's finding, 5 d. but if the Priſoner liſt to find him- 
ſelf at large in the Town, giving Surety to the Keeper for his 
true Impriſonment, nothing; but if the Priſoner will be at — 
own finding, in this Caſe, the Goaler ought to have nothing but 
his Goal Fees, 6 d. which he paid at his coming in. 


Of 4 Spallier for working for another, whether he ought to be 
impleaded. 


No Man ought to commence, or proſecute, any Adiion in the 
Stannary Court againſt a Spallier, or poor Workman, which 
worketh in another's Right in the Tin Work, being in Strife, 
but he always ought to take his Remedy by Action againft the 
Owner of the Right. 


No Tinner, for Tin Matters, ought to aſſent to the Tryal of 
the ſame in a foreign Court. 


If any Tinner do voluntary appear in a foreign Court, for 
Matters determinable in the Stannary Court, and ſtanding there 
to his Tryal, without pleading the accuſtomed Plea of Tinners, 
he ought to. be preſented in the Stannary Court, and to pay a 
Fine for his ſaid Offence z and for form ſake, I have before ſet 
forth a Tinner's Anſwer in a foreign Court, to be impleaded in 
bar of the ſaid Action laid againſt him.

Not only Tinners, but alſo Foreigners ought, by the Cuſtom 
of Tinners, to Sue out their Replevins at the Hands of the 
Lord Warden of the Stannary, or his Deputy, in the Stannary 
Court where the Matter is Determinable, the doers of the 
contrary ought to be preſented in the ſaid Stannary Court for 
the Breach of the Cuſtom. 


Of Nicnils in the Court, and a Diſtringas. 


Concerning Nichils in the Stannary Court, this hath been 
the old, antient Order, that when the Action is entered in- 
to the Court, the Bailiff be asked, whether the Defendant be 
ſufficient to anſwer the Plaintiff of his demand; if able, the 
Bailiff then taking 6 d. for his Fees, he muſt Warn the 
Defendant at the Court enſuing, but making Default, a Diſtrin- 
gas is granted againſt him to Diſtrain his Goods, to bring him 
into Court then next after the Diſtringas ſo granted out, to 
Anſwer the Plaintiff in his Action, the Plaintiff — 
paying to the Court for his Proceſs 6 d. and to the Bailiff for 
ſerving it 64. If the Defendant do again make Default in an- 
ſwering, the Plaintiff then iſſueth out an Alias Diſtringas, and 
ſo conſequently, a Plures Diſtringas, always doubling tlie 
Amerciaments, with * thereupon granted, untill the 
Defendant come to Anſwer as the Steward thinketh good, to 
ſet upon the Defendant, for his great Contumacy; if the Bailiff 
thinketh the Defendant not ſufficient to Anſwer the Plaintiff 
in his Action, then doth he NVichil the Defendant ; where- 
upon there iſſueth out a Writ, which is called, a Warrant to Ar-

ties to Anſwer the Plaintiff his Demand. Now foraſmuch as 
the Bailiffs having their Proceſſes delivered to them to Arreſt 
the Defendant, tor the moſt Part do not obſerve truly the Te- 
nor of their Proceſs, therefore I have thought fit to touch on 
the ſame. The Words of their Proceſs are, That they ſhould 
bring the Defendant before the Steward, there to — Surety 
to Anſwer the Plaintiff ; which although it be mentioned in 


the Writ, yet they omit to do, taking Sureties themſelves ; 


this hath been always uſed and followed Time out of Mind, 
as well of the Steward, as of the Plaintiff and Defendant ; and 
upon the Oath of the Bailiff, being Sworn at the Court then 
next following, that he arreſted the Defendant by the Body, 
whereupon ſuch a Man, and ſuch, became the Defendant's Su- 
reties, that he ſhould perſonally appear, meaning his Sureties, 
and to Anſwer tlie ſai + in his ſaid Action.

A Tinner ſeized of a Right in a Tin-worl one Near and a Day 
peaceably, cannot be amoved but by Law only. 


If any Perſon or perſons be peaceibly ſeized and poſſeſſed of 
a Tin-work, or any Part of a Tin-work, by the Space of one 
Year and a Day, no Man ought, by the da om, to enter upon 
the ſaid Right, be his Title never fo good, until the ſaid Title be 


fully tried and determined between the ſaid Parties, by Order 
of the Lord Warden, or his Deputy of the Stannaries, who

If any Action of Treſpaſs be brought by any Tinner for 
aTreſpaſs done in his Ground, and the Defendant coming into 
the Court pleadeth in Bar of the Action, that the Place 
whereas the Treſpaſs is ſuppoſed to be done, is his Freehold, 
or elſe the Freehold of another Perſon, and prayeth to be diſ- 
miſſed, the Steward in this Caſe ſhall give him a Day at the 
next Court, to bring his Writing, or the Writing of him who 
he ſuppoſeth the Freehold to be, or credible Witneſſes, that he, 
or the Perſon in whom he ſuppoſeth the Freehold to be, were 
ſeized of the Freehold at the Time of the Treſpaſs againſt him 
ſuppoſed; whereby the Freehold may appear to him or them ; 
that then upon theſe Proofs made, the Defendant ſhall be diſ-

Right of Tin-works deſcendeth to the Executors. 


If any Man die poſſeſſed of Tin-works or Tin-bounds, as 
by the Laws of the Realm, the Freehold always deſcendeth to 
his Heirs, but the Freehold of Tin-works, &c. goeth to the 


Executors, Gc. 
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The Fees of Bailiffs ſerving Proceſs in the Stannary Courts. 


Any Bailiffs of the Stannaries ought not to take of any 
Priſoner being arreſted, more than 6 d. whether it be the chief 
Bailiff; or the ſpecial Bailiff, and that whether he be a Tinnet 
or a Foreigner. 


The Method to be uſed for collecting of Money for the Confir- 
mation of the Charter of Tinners, or other Duties con- 
cerning the ſame. 


When a Collection, or Sum of Money is to be raiſed, for the 
Confirmation of the Charter of Tinners, or for Redreſs of 
Cauſes touching Stannary Matters, this hath been the only 
way; the Lord Warden, Vice Warden, Deputy, or Subſti- 
tute, being moved unto this Collection by Requeſt of the Tin- 
ners, cauſeth Precepts to be ſent to the Conſtables of every 
ſeveral Pariſh where Tinners are inhabiting, commanding them 
to be at the next Stannary Court of their Diviſion, . and then 
aid there to bring a true Certificate by Writing, of every 
Worker, Spallier, Labourer, or medler with Tin of the Pa- 
fiſh ; this Certificate being diligently brought, then by Confe- 
tetice together of the Officers of the four 'Stannaries amorigſt 
themſelves, they tonfider how much the Sum ought to be col- 
lected, and conſidering likewiſe how this Sum ought to be rai- 
ſed, whether by Two-pence every Tinner, more or leſs; then 
are the Conſtables of every Pariſh commanded to gather it up, 
and bring it to the Hands of one appointed to receive it, at 
ſuch a Day, and Time, and Place, according to the Exigence 
of the Cauſe. There hath been another way, (that is) a Du- 
ty to be laid on every Block of Tin brought to the Coinage, 
which is ſaid to be the moſt ſureſt way; and in raiſing of this 
Duty, the Receiver of the Dutchy of Cornwal muſt be made 
privy hereto, to whoſe Hands all the Bills of Tin do come, 
who in receiving the Prince's Duties of Tin, receiveth likewiſe 


this Ratement.

M T humbly complaineth your Son Richard Prince of

ſes, Liberties, and Uſages, without that our ſaid Lord and Fa- 
ther, neither any other in the behalf of him, nor yet in the 
behalf of the Tinners being called to the hearing of the ſaid 
Declaration or Expoſition, the which is holden to the great 
Diſheriting and Damage of the ſaid Richard, contrary to all 
Law and Reaſon, if Redreſs thereof be not had ; whereupon 
the ſaid Richard do make Supplication, that it would pleaſe 
our Sovereign Lord the King, to fruſtrate and annul the ſaid 
Expofition, intending, verifying, and ' upholding, that the 
ſame was erroneouſly made, as before is ſaid; and thereupon, 
that our Sovereign Lord the King would reſtore the ſaid Ri- 
chard in Poſſeſſion of his ſaid Franchifes, Liberties, and Uſa- 
ges, after the Manner that Tinners have uſed in the Stanna- 
ries of old Time, as is aforeſaid, | 


N. B. The aforeſaid Sheets I found in an antient Manuſcript, 
carefully preſery'd, writ in Henry VIII's Time; the Records of 
thoſe Laws then and Befire made, were all burnt in the Grand 
Rebellion in King Charles Vs Time, at which Time the Prince's 
Exchequer at Loſtwithiel, was plundered and burnt, 
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The Charter of Eowaro I. being the firſt 
Charter for erecting the TI x xe & Sof Cornwall 
and Devon into 4 Corporation.

DWA RD by the Grace of God, King of England, and Lord 
E. of Ireland, and Duke of Acguitane, &c. To all Arch- Biſhops, 

Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, Earls, Barons, Juſtices, Sheriffs, 
provoſts, Miniſters, and all Bayliffs, and all his faithful Subjects, 
Greeting. Know ye that we, for the Amendment of our Stannaries 
in the County of CornwaZ, and for the quiet Profit of our Tinners 
aforeſaid in the ſame, have granted for us and for our Heirs, That all 
Tinners aforeſaid, working in thoſe Stannaries which are our 
Demeſne, ſo long as they work in the ſame Stannaries, be free and 
quit from all Pleas of Villany, alſo from all Pleas and Plaints of 
our Court, and of our Heirs, in what manner ſoever touching, ſo 
that they ſhall not anſwer before any of our Juſtices or Miniſters, 
or of our Heirs, for any Plea or Plaint granted within our Stan- 
naries aforeſaid, for the Time being, ( Pleas of Land, Life or 5er of Lang, 
Limb excepted ) nor that they depart from their Works by Sum- L e Limb 
mons of any of the Officers of us or our Heirs, but by the Sum- . 
mons of our ſaid Warden, and that they be quit from all Tallages, 

Tolls, Stallages, Aids, and other Cuſtoms whatſoever, for their own 
proper Goods in the Towns, Ports, Fairs, and Markets, within the 
County aforeſaid : We have granted alſo to the ſame Tinners, that 
they may dig Tin and Turf for melting of Tin, every where in Mey dig 7 
our Lands, Moors, and Waſtes, and of all other Perſons whatſo- **4 7-7 for

ever in the County aforeſaid; and to turn where, and ſo often as — tvods

of Us, our Heirs, Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, Earls, Barons, and 7,7 . 


other Perſons whatſoever; and that our Warden aforeſaid, or his 
Lieutenant, hold all Pleas growing between the Tinners aforeſaid, 
and alſo between them and other Foreigners, of all Treſpaſſes, 
Plaints and Contracts in Places where they work in the Stannaries 
aforeſaid, likewiſe ariſing : And that the ſame Warden have full 
Power to juftifie the Tinners aforeſaid, and all other Foreigners in 
ſuch Pleas, and to do Juſtice to the Parties, as Juſtice requireth, as 
heretofore in the faid Stannaries hath been accuſtomed ; and if any 
of the faid Tinners in any thing ſhall offend whereby they ought to 
be Impriſoned, that they be Arreſted by the Warden, and be kept 
in our Priſon of LoſtwithieZ, and not elſewhere, and there detained 
untill they be delivered according to the Law and Cuſtom of our 
Realm; and if any of the Tinners aforeſaid, upon any Fault within the 
Court aforeſaid, not touching the Stannaries aforeſaid, ſhall put 
himſelf upon any Inquiry, one Half of ſuch Inqueſt ſhall be of the 
Tinners aforeſaid, and the other Half of Foreigners; and of Fact 
altogether touching the Stannaries aforeſaid, the Inqueſt to be made 

as 
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as heretofore they have been accuſtomed 3 and if any of the ſaid 
Tinners be Fugitive or Out-lawed, or commit any Offence, for which 
he ought to loſe his Cattel, the Cattel aforeſaid be appraiſed by the 
Warden aforeſaid, and our Coroner of the ſaid County; and by them 
to the next Village be delivered, to anſwer to Us and our Heirs, be- 
fore the Juſtices itinerant in the County aforeſaid. Furthermore, we 
will and ſtraightly command, that all Tin, as well White as Black, 
whereſoever it ſhall be found and, wrought in the County aforeſaid, 
be weighed at Loſtwitbiell, Bodmyn, Liskerrell, Truroe, or Helſtone, 
by our Weights thereunto ordained and made, under the Forfeiture 
of all the Tin as aforeſaid: And that all Tin be coined in the 
ſame Towns yearly before the ſaid Warden, before the Day of 
Saint Michael in September, under the Forfeiture aforeſaid. We 
have granted alſo for Us and our Heirs, that all our Tinners 
aforeſaid, all their Tin weighed, may lawfully Sell to whom they 

will, in the Towns aforeſaid, doing thereof to Us and our Heirs the 
Coinage, and other the Cuſtoms due and uſed, except We and our 
Heirs will buy the Tin our ſelves ; wherefore We will and ſtraightly 
command, for Us and our Heirs, that our Tinners aforeſaid, have 
all Liberty, free Cuſtoms and Covenants above written, and that 
the ſame, without Let or Impeachment of Us, our Heirs, Ju- 
ſtices, Eſcheators, Sheriffs, or other our Bailiffs or Miniſters what- 
ſever, they reaſonably enjoy and uſe in Form aforeſaid : Theſe be- 
ing Witneſſes, the Worſhipful Fathers, William Biſhop of. Coventry 
and Litchfield, S. Biſhop of Salisbury, and Jo. Biſhop of Carliſle ; 
Lacy Earl of Lincoln; Ralph of Mount Horiner, Earl of 
Glouceſter ; and Humphry Bobun, Earl of Hereford and Eſſex ; Adona 
of Valence; Hugh Deſpon ; Sir Foſ. Haſtings, and others. Given by 
our Hands at Weſtminſter, the Tenth Day of April, in the Thirty 
third Year of our Reign. 


There were Two ſeveral Charters bearing Date the ſame Day; 
the one ad Emendation' Stannar* in Com Cornub'; and the other 
ad Emendation Stannar in Cow Devon, dated the Tenth of April, 
in the Thirty third Year of Ed. I. 

Allowed 35 Theſe Charters were allowed by Parliament 35 Ed. I. the like 
Ed. 1. 17 Ed. in 1 Ed. II. & 17 Ed. Ill. An Expoſition of the ſaid Charter 
*Ed.;, was made in Parliament 50 Ed. III. hereafter ſet forth; The Com- 
mons of the County of Cormwall, for divers Oppreſſions done by 
The Prayer of the Officers of the Stannaries, by Colour of their Privileges and 
77 , rue, Liberties, require the King by Parliament, to explain the Grant to 
of Cornwall them made; Which being in French, have tranſlated into Engliſh, 

end Devon. with the King's Anſwer, Article by Article. 

The like did the Commons of Devon exhibit for their Liberties, 
agreeing in Grant and Anſwer, as above, which is as follows: Con- 
firmed 3 Ed. IV. A Charter of Pardon granted by Hen. VII. to all 
the Tinners; confirmed 1 Ed. VI. 1 & 2 P. & M. & 20 Eli. 

The ſaid Charter was confirmed to the Tinners of Devon de verbo 
in verbo, Ann. 4 Ed. II. Aun. 17 Ed. III. x Ed. IV. & 3 Hes. VII. 
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The Declaration, Limitation and Expoſition of 
the ſaid Charter of 33 Ed. I. that was made 
in Parliament in Ann. 50 Ed. III. but never 
Printed before, Tranſlated from the French. 


O our moſt Excellent Lord the King, this Petition in behalf 

of the Commonalty of the County of Cornwall, that he 
would be pleaſed, by the Advice of his Clergy, Earls, Barons, and 
other wiſe Men in this preſeat Parliament, to order that ſome Re- 
medy may be put to the many Extortions, Oppreſſions and 
Grievances that are from day to day put in practice, and hath for a 
long time been ſo practiſed by the Tinners and the Officers of the 
Stannaries, as well as by the Lords and others, to the prejudice of 
the ſaid Commonalty, under colour of the Franchizes to them 
granted by the Charter, from our Lord the King, and from his 
Predeceſſors, contrary to the Law and the Intention of the ſaid 
Charters, and by their evil Interpretation of the ſaid Charters, and 
that the ſaid Charters, and all the Franchizes in them compre- 
hended, may be read and declared Article by Article, ſo that the 


Commonalty of the ſaid County may fully and directly underſtand 
the Contents thercof, and that the ſaid Declarations may. be re- 


corded; and if there ſhould be any Article in the ſaid Charters that 
relate to the Cuſtoms and Uſes, that our ſaid Lord the King would 
be pleaſed in a ſhort time to order and command ſufficient Judges, 
Gentlemen, and others learned in the Law, in ſuch behalfs, to en- 
quire into the ſaid Cuſtoms and Uſes, and that they may have 
wer to hear and determine concerning all the Conſpiracies, Con- 
federacies and Alliances, Plots, Extortions, Oppreſſions, Grievances, 
Falſities, and Maintenances, which they the ſaid Tinners, and their 
Officers have committed againſt the ſaid Commonalty, where any 
of them may complain, if he pleaſe; to which end alſo, the King 
being a Party concerned, it being to be underſtood, that our Lord 
the King will be a great Gainer; and on the other part, if there be 
no Remedy put to it at this preſent, they will in a ſhort time daily 
o on grinding, diſinheriting and deſtroying them, which God 
orbid. The Tenor of any of the Articles in the ſaid Charters, 
that there is occaſion for an Explanation of, be it underſtood, as 
follows, viz.

.den of the Stannaries of Devon and Cornwall, Steward of the 


Dutchy of Cornwall, Knight of the Noble Order of the Garter, 


and one of his Majeſty's moſt Honourable Privy Council, intending 
to uphold the Stannaries, and the Laws Cuſtoms, Liberties and 
Privileges belonging to the ſaid Stannaries, not being contrary or 
repugnant to the Laws and Statutes of this Realm of England, hath 
by his honourable Letters of Command, bearing Date the 17th of 

ne, Anno Dom' 1624, from White-Hall, required William Cor- 
ringron, Eſq; being his Deputy-Warden within this County of 
Cornwall, to give Orders to four Mayors of the County of Cornwall, 
for the ſummoning of Twenty four of the moſt ſufficient Stannators, 
according to the ancient and laudable Cuſtoms. And thereupon the 
faid William Corrington, by his Warrant accordingly given to the 
four ſaid Mayors (vis.

Whereas we have lately, by our Letters 
of Privy Seal, appointed and commanded You, Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries, to ſummon and call before you, in the ancient and ac- 
cuſtomed Manner, a Parflament or Convocation of Tinners within 
our Counties of Cornwall and Devon, for reforming the Abuſes of

FTER ſo many Adjournments and Prorogations without any 

Effect, you may reaſonably expect ſome particular Account 
of our Tranſactions here, concerning the Tin Farm, which I ſhall 
readily do for your Satisfaction, as well as my own Vindication. 
The Truth is, at my Return from Cornwall in April laſt, I found a 
total Stop put to the whole Affair, inſomuch that I did almoſt de- 
ſpair of ever compaſling a Farm ; for the Merchants that had bid 
fair, were fallen off, and the Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury 
did not think fit to adviſe the King to lay out ſo great a Sum of 
Money upon it, fo many great and important Occaſions daily ari- 
ſing to employ his Majeſty's Treaſure. Nevertheleſs, tho' I found 
ſuch a general Coldneſs and lndifferency in all People, I did reſolve 
once more to take freſh Courage, and to give new Life to it, if I 
could, according to my repeated Promiſes, that I would uſe my 
utmoſt Endeavours to ſerve our Countrymen, in a Matter that I did 
conceive would be ſo beneficial to them, and to which I found them 
ſo much inclined ; and therefore I ſought about with all Diligence 
for ſome new Undertaker, in which Search I met with greater Difs 
ficulty than I did before, the thing haviog been deferted by ſome, 
and blown upon by others; ſome of which I found ſince to have 
been ſet on work induſtriouſly by certain ſelf- intereſted Perſons, on 
purpoſe to blaſt our Deſigns, and to render your Endeayours, as well 
as mine, ineffectual. But at laſt I met with a Society of Merchants 
that are willing .to come up to his Majeſty's Terms, and the 
County's Price of 3 /. 10 5s. per Cent. Stannary Weight; and they are 
Men of ſuch Subſtance and Ability, that there can be no juſt Ex- 
ceptions made againſt them. And here I muſt take the Liberty to 
inform you, that this Matter was managed with all the Care and 
Conduct I could uſe, wherein I was only concerned, which had 
like to have ruined the whole Buſineſs. The Things the Under- 
takers required, utterly refuſing to adventure at all in the Farm, 
except they were granted, were, Firſt, That I ſhould treat and con- 
tract for them, concealing their Names till all Things were agreed; 
Secondly, That I ſhould engage my ſelf with them in the Farm. To 
the firſt of theſe I did readily conſent; and tho' I was thereby en- 
gaged in all the Sollicitations ſingly by my ſelf, yet I thought no 
Pains too great for the Benefit and Service of our Country : But as 


to the ſecond, I muſt confeſs I was very unwilling to engage 2 
1 | * | 
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ſelf, by reaſon of the Hazard and Trouble that muſt neceſſarily 
attend a Matter of that Nature, and being totally unacquaiated with 
the Methods. and Dealings of Merehants: Bet findiag a Neeeſſuy 
of doing it, or elſe the Farm would be inevitably loſt, I was. pre- 
vailed with, meerly upon that Conſideration, and the Love I bear 
to my Country, to be obliged with them; which, I hope, will ſerve 
to conyince my Countrymen, that I did not reſolve to convince 
them in Word only, end fo that I am very well aſſured of the 
Ability of the Gentlemen, otherwiſe I ſhould not ſo far have in- 
gaged my ſelf with them. Thus you ſee I have left no Stone un- 
turned to ſerve the Tinners, but have been conſtant to my Pro- 
miſes, hodwEber I Rave been ſometimes miſrepreſented ; and now 
can aequaint you, that an Agreement is made for the Farm, and 
a mutual Contract ſigned, and there wants nothing but the Drawing 
and Ingroſſing the Patents and Inſtruments, for ſealing and compleat- 
ing the whole Matter; and, it being one of the Articles of Agreement, 
that the Farm muſt begin at Midſammer, including Midſammer Coin- 
age, it becomes neceſfary to adjourn the ſaid Coinage for ſome ſhort 
time, till the Patent be ſealed, and the Farmers can tranſmit Money; 
but the Adjournment is as ſhort as poſſible, that the poor ſort of Tin- 
ners may not be long deprived of making the beſt Advantage of 
their Tin; and there ſhould have been no Adjournment at all, 
could there have been any other Expedient found out for the ſiniſfi- 
ing this Affair for the Good of the Tinners. Thus I have given 
you a full and true Relation how this Buſineſs has been carried on, 
which you will fee there have been no Endeavours wanting on 
my part to promote it, as the Bearer hereof, Mr. Nixon, whom 1 
have ſent expreſs to you, can aſſure you more largely by Word of 
Mouth, who hath been all along an Eye - witneß of it. So hoping 
that my Pains herein may prove as beneficial to our Countrymen 
in general, as they have been really fo intended by me, 1

HE ſaid Jobs Earl of Bath, for himſelf, his Heirs, Executors 
and Adminiſtrators, doth covenant, promiſe, and grant, to 
and with the ſaid ahi Lord BeJafts, Sidney Lord Godolpbin, Henry 
Lord Dover, Sir Jobs Erule, and Sir Stephen Fox, and every of 
them, their, and every of their Executors and Adminiſtrators, by 
theſe Preſents, that he the ſaid John, Earl of Bath, and his Partners,

N my laſt of the Eighteenth paſt, I gave you an Account what 
Difficulties had been overcome, what Pains had been taken, in 
the Tin Affair, and how near it was brought to a Concluſion ; and 
that you may ſee I dealt clearly with you, I ſent an atteſted Copy 
of the Articles which were agreed on; and, leſt they ſhould miſ- 
carry by the common Poſt, I ſent Mr. Nixon expreſs with them, as 
I do now with theſe, with Inſtructions to inform you of Particulars, 

too long for a Letter. | | 
But by reaſon of the ſmall Appearance at the laſt Meeting, I 
could receive no Anſwer either to the Letter or Articles, I preſume 
therefore that this ſhort Prorogation was made on purpoſe that you 
might have an Opportunity to conſider of what was then written, 
after you had ſeen how it reliſhed with the Tinners, and that you 
might adjuſt all Meaſures againſt my coming down, which I did 
intimate ſhould be about the beginning of Auguſt, to which Time 
the Coinage is adjourned, that there might not be any Room for 
any Conteſt or new Difference prejudicial to the Tinners. But I 
am ſurprized, having ſince heard of ſome Diſſatisfactions and Jea- 
louſies ſprung up among ſome of the Tinners, which I could not 
expect ; particularly, that they ſhould imagine their Rights invaded 
by this ſhort Adjournment of the * which was done —_— 
or 
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for their Advantage, and was ſo abſolutelyneceſſary, that without 


it there could be no farm. 

| Indeed if this Coinage, which is a free Coinage, had been pre- 
tended to have been taken away, there had been juſt Reaſon for 
complaining ; but to make a ſhort Adjournment of it, you know, 
is in the Power even of the inferiour Officers of the Coinage, if 


they ſee Reaſon for it; much more is it his Majeſty's Prerogative, 
eſpecially on ſuch an emergent Occaſion as this is, Some other 


Colours and Pretences I have heard, which I ſhall not ſtand to re 
cite, though they have caſt ſome Damp upon the Undertakers; 
and, had it been in their Power, (which I took Care to prevent) 
would perhaps have diſſolved the Contract. I muſt confeſs, I look 
upon theſe Surmiſes to ariſe from ſuch only, whioſe private Intereſt 
renders them diſaffected to the Farm. 

But if this, I hear, be the Judgment of the whole Convocation, 
if this be now the univerſal Senſe of the Tinners; if the Farm 
which was ſo generally deſired and petitioned for, be now thought 
really prejudicial, far be it from me to proceed further in it. 

Nothing but the publick Good of our Country, and his Majeſly's 
Service, could make me to ingage in it ſo far as I have done 
already, with ſo much Trouble, Hazard, and Inconveniencies to 
my ſelf, as I mentioned to you in my laſt Letter, to which I refer 
you; I therefore deſire a full Anſwer to all thoſe Particulars, touch- 


ing which I ſhall be glad to receive and know the Mind of the Tin- 


ners before the Seal be put to the Commiſſion, to impower me to 
conclude with you in their Behalf, and the Patents paſs'd for the 
Farmers, which are the only things remain to be done here. 

F cannot but obſerve to you, that if this Opportunity be loſt, 
the King will take new Meaſures, and all Expectations of this Nature, 
relating to a Farm, hereafter will be in vain. When the preſent Under- 
takers are diſcouraged and taken off, the poor Tinners will then be for 
ever condemned, I fear, to work in the Mines, and the Merchants 
carry away the Profits of their Labours, as they have done formerly, 
and uſe, them at their Pleaſure, when they lie at their Mercy, as by 
fad Experience foreſeen on the like Occaſion, offered in his late 
Majeſty's Reign, for which I ſhall be moſt heartily ſorry, but it will 
then be no longer in my Power to remedy. 

Theſe things I recommend to your ſerious Conſiderations, which 
ſo nearly concern the Welfare, and almoſt the very Being of the 
Tinners, according to which I ſhall proceed. 

And if you ſhall think fit, as you have done formerly, and as ye 
yet really do, that the ſettled Price of 3 J. 10 5. per Cent.

The Juriſdiction of this Court is guided by ſpecial Laws, by 
Cuſtoms, and by Preſcription, time out of Mind. 


The firſt Proceſs of the Stannary- Court is a Summons ; and for 
want of Appearance on the Service thereof, a Diſtringas iſſues to 
diſtrein the Goods until the Defendant appears; if no Goods, a 
Capias iſſues to arreſt the Body of the Defendant; if arreſted and 
appears not the third Court, he is condemned. If the Defendant 
appear, then the Plaintiff declares his Cauſe of Action, and pro- 
ceed to Iſſue and Tryal ; and, as in Caſes of the like Nature in 
other Courts, after Verdict no Execution can be awarded till the 
next Court Day, when the Party againſt whom the Verdict is, may, 
if he think fit, appeal to the Vice-Warden, and not relieved there, 
to the Lord Warden, and from thence to the Prince's Council.

N all Humility beſeeching your Lordſhip, the Tinners of the 4 Peition of 

County of Coruwall, That whereas according to our ancient — 

Cuſtoms, Privileges, and Charters, granted unto us by his Majeſty's Lord warden. 
Noble Progenitors, and hath hitherto enjoyed without Impeach- 
ment, your Lordſhip and your Noble Predeceſſors, Wardens of the 
Stannaries in the ſaid County, and their Deputies, have uſed to 
hold Plea between Tinner and Tinner, and Tinner and Foreigner, 
in the Stannary Court, and in no other Court, of all Matters 
ariſing within the Juriſdiction of the ſaid Stannaries (Pleas of Land, 
Life and Maim only excepted.) And whereas by the ſaid Cuſtoms, 
Liberties and Charters, no Tinner ſhould be convented, ſerved, or 
compell'd to anſwer for any Cauſe, (Land, Life and Maim only ex- 
cepted) before any other Judge, Officer or Magiſtrate, but only beſore 
the Lord Warden, or his Deputy (except it were by Courſe of Appeal 
from the Lord Warden to the Privy Council ;) which our Liberties, 
Privileges and Cuſtoms, having been heretofore at ſundry times con- 
troverſed before the Lords of the Star- Chamber, in the High Court of 
Chancery, in the Xing's Bench, and Court of Common Pleas, have receiv'd 
Allowance in all the ſaid Courts,and the Cauſes brought before them 
have accordingly been diſmiſſed, to be conſidered of and deter- 
mined by the Lord Wardens for the Time being. And whereas 
alſo the late Queen Elizabeth, by her Letters directed to the Juſtice 
of Aſſize of the Counties of Devon and Cornwall, was graciouſly 
pleaſed to will and command all Judges, Juſtices, and other Offi- 
cers whatſoever, for the Cauſe before mentioned, not to convent, 
precept, or compel any Officer or Baylift of the Stannaries, or any

Stannary Courts for Cauſes determinable there, and ſtick not to 
threaten the ſame to your Lordſhip's Deputy in the faid Courts; 
yea, and diverſe Tinners alſo, ſet on and encouraged thereunto by 
the malicious and covetous Humours of Attorneys at the Common

tachments, which they daily expect to be ſerved on them; Jon, and 
ſome Attorneys at the Common Law have incited diverſe Men to 
call in queſtion Judgments long ſince given and paſt, affirming, 
that the Judges are of Opinion, that all ſuch are void, and coram 


non Fudice, unleſs they be for Tin or Tin Cauſes, or between Work- 


ing Tinners only who are in Number and Degree the leaſt and 
meaneſt Part of us, and for the moſt part are Foreigners, and hired 
to work in our Tin-Works for Day-Wages) who if they only ſhall 
be 1232 then ſhall the whole Body of the Stannaries be barred 
and excluded from their antient Privileges, Liberties, and Cuſtoms 


formerly uſed and enjoyed, and we (who do only bear the 


Charge and the Adventure of the Workmens uncertain and doubt- 
ful Labours) ſhall not only be diſcouraged from the hazardous 
Search of Tin, but {hall be forced to leave our Works and Labours, 
by coming up to Londen to anſwer frivolous Matters, when we 
may have Jallice at home, whereby many of us will be utterly un- 
done, his Majeſty's Cuſtom and Peremption decayed, and in a ſhort 
Time little or nothing worth. 


Our hamble Suit therefore unto your Lordſhip is, that as your 
Lordſhip hath already begun to prote our Privileges ad. Li- 
berties, by puniſhing one Offender againſt the ſame, to the Terror 
of others, who are mainly bent and riſen againſt us (ſor which 

your Lordſhip's Care and Providence in our Behalfs, we bumbly 
thank your Lordſhip ;) ſo your Lordſhip following your Honeura- 
ble Courſe begun, and the worthy Steps of your Noble Prede- 
ceſſors, would be pleaſed to undertake our Cauſe, and to procure 
us to the quiet Enjoyment and Maintenance of our wonted 
Cuſtoms, Liberties, and Juriſdictions, by ſuch Means and Courſes 
as to your Lordſhip in Wiſdom ſhall ſeem moſt meet and ex- 
pedient; wherein we are inforced to be humble Petitioners unto 
your Lordſhip, praying God to ſend your Lordſhip happy Succeſs 
therein, and long Continuance in all Proſperity and Honour.

| whereas amongſt other Privileges and Immunities granted 
by his Majeſty's Noble Progenitors unto the Tinners of the Stanna* 
ries of the Counties of Coruwal and Devon, and by his Majeſty's 
Letters unto me (hom it pleaſed his Majeſty to make their Warden) 
expreſly required to put in Execution, one of the chiefeſt is, That 
they ſhall hold Plea amongſt themſelves of all Cauſes (ſome few 
excepted) ariſing between Tinner and Tinner, or between Tinner 
and Foreigner, and that they ſhall not be impleaded elſewhere; or 
be ſubject to anſwer for any Cauſe, Abuſe, or Miſdemeanor ariſing 
or growing within the Stannaries, before any Officer or Judge, 
faving their Warden only, or his Deputies, and for Default of Juſtice 
at their Hands, by Appeal before your Lordſhips; which Form of 
Proceeding hath been hitherto (altho not without often Cop 
inviolably obſerved. Now of late diverſe Attorneys at the Com- 
mon Law, and ſome others maliciouſly affected to that Juriſdiction, 
have incited ſuch as have been condemned in the Stannary-Courts, 
to ſue unto my Lords the Judges, who, as it ſhould ſeem, taking no 
Notice of ſuch Juriſdiction, have ſuffered Proceſs to go out againſt 
diverſe Tinners and Stannary Officers, compelling them to anſwer 
before them in Actions of falſe Impriſonment, for executing only 
the ordinary Proceſs of the Stannary Courts, and have ſent likewiſe 
unto me many Prohibitions (upon the only Informations of the 
Parties) commanding me to make void Judgments and Executions 
already granted, and to ſet the Parties and their Sureties at Liberty. 
My Care to obſerve his Majeſty's Commandment in this Caſe, to 
maintain the Authority of your Lordſhips, no leſs impeached than 
mine, to ſatisfy the Tinners, whoſe Overthrow and Confuſion this 
Courſe carries with it (as by their Petition at large your Lordſhips 
may be fully advertiſed ;) laſtly, to ſecure my ſelf and all other 
Stannary O from the Peril to be made Examples of Oppreſlion, 
for executing only that which many Hundred of Years have con- 
ſtrued for Law and Juſtice, makes me become an humble Suiter to 
your Lordſhips, that you will be pleaſed to take this whole Cauſe 
into your Conſideration and Protection. 

It is not the firſt time, that the poor Tinners have in this very 
Point been relieved by that Honourable Table; and my Hope is, 
my Lords the Judges will not now begin to make new ConſtruQions 
of Things or Names ; but if 1 only do what hath been done in all 
Ages before me, I ſhall by their good Favours be left free from that 
Interruption, whereof till this Day there is no Preſident. But I

OUR Lordſhip was ſcarcely ſettled in the Office of Lord 
Warden of the Stannaries, when the Juriſdiction of thoſe 
Courts began to be called in Queſtion, partly through the Mil- 
government of ſome former Under Officers, but chiefly chrough the 
Malice and Covetouſneſs of the Attorneys at the Common Law 
dwelliog in thoſe Countries ; who, obſerving the Inclination of the 
Judges ob more than in former Apes bent againſt all private Ju- 
riſdictions) thought to make their Gain by overthrowing thoſe 
Courts, and bringing all Cauſes accuſtomed to be ined there, 
now to be tried at Weſtminſter. 

The firſt Notice that your Lordſhip received thereof, was by the 
Petitions of the Parties grieved, ſome by Prohibitions, ſome by 
Actions either of Treſpaſs or of falſe Impriſonment ; at whoſe Requeſt 
it pleaſed your Lordſhip to write Letters to the Judges, as followeth,

FTER my very hearty Commendations, I receive daily Ld Worden; 

Workers in Devon and Corn 57m © he 
wall, that contrary to their Liberties long enjoyed, they are vexed Common 
with Proceſs for Tin Canſes in other Courts, and not leaſt in that Pleas 
Honourable Place where you are Judges. For my part, I have no

of the fifteenth of April laſt paſt, for the preferment, to the ſaid 
Gilbert, of the buying of Tin, to be gotten within the Coun- 
ties aforeſaid for certain Years mentioned in the ſaid Leaſe,

DW ARD by the Grace of God, King of England, Lord of 

4 lreland, and Duke of Aquitaine, to all Archbiſhops, Bi- 

ſhops, Abbots, Priors, Earls, Barons, Juſtices, Sheriffs, Pro- 

voſts, Miniſters, and to all Bailiffs, and other his faithful 

dubjects, Greeting. Know ye, that We, for the Amendment 

of our Stannaries in the County of Devonſhire, and for the 

Quiet and Profit of our Tinners aforeſaid, have granted for 

Us and our Heirs, that all Tinners aforeſaid, working in thoſe. 
Stannaries, which are our Demeans, fo long as they Work in 

the ſame Stannaries, be free and quit from all Pleas of Villa- 

ny, and from all Pleas and Plaints of bur Court, and of our 

eirs, in what Manner ſoever touching, ſo that they ſhall not 

Anſwer before any our Juſtices, or Miniſters, or of our Heirs, 

for any Plea or Plaint growing within our Stannaries aforeſaid

ſoever, and that our Warden aforeſaid, or his Lieutenant, hold 
all Pleas growing between the Tinners aforeſaid, and alſo be- 
tween them and other Foreigners of all Treſpaſſes, Plaints, 
and Contracts (made in Places in which they Work, within 
the Stannaries aforeſaid) likewiſe ariling ; and that the ſame 
Warden have full Power to juſtify the Tinners aforeſaid, and 
other Foreigners, in ſuch Pleas, and to do Juſtice to the Par- 
ties as right requireth, and as heretofore in thoſe Stannaries 
hath been accuſtomed ; and if any of the ſaid Tinners in any 
thing ſhall offend, whereby they ought to be impriſoned, that 
they be arreſted by the Warden, and in our Priſon of Lid- 
Forde, and not elſewhere, be kept and detained, until they be 
delivered according to the Law and Cuſtom of our Realm; 
and if any of the Tinners aforeſaid, upon any Fact within 
the Court aforeſaid, not touching the aforeſaid Stannaries, 


ſhall put himſelf upon the Enquiry of the Country, one * 
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of the Jurors of ſuch Inqueſt, ſhall be of the Tinners afore- 
ſaid, and the other half of Foreigners, and of Fact altogether, 
touching the Stannaries aforeſaid, the Inqueſts to be made as 
heretofore they have been accuſtomed. And if any of the 
ſaid Tinners be Fugitive or Outlawed, or commit any Offence 
for which he ought to loſe his Chattels, that the ſame Chattels 
aforeſaid, be appraiſed by the Warden aforeſaid, and our Coro. 
nor of the ſaid County, and by them to the next Villages be 
delivered, to Anſwer to us and our Heirs, before the Juſtices 
Itinerant in the County aforeſaid. Furthermore we Will, and 
ſtraightly Command, that all Tin, as well white as black; 
whereſoever it thall be found and wrought in the County a- 
foreſaid, be weighed at Taviſtock, Aſperton, and Chaggeforde, 
by our Weights thereto ordained, and made, under the Forfei- 
ture of all the Tin aforeſaid ; and that all that Tin be coined 
in the ſame Towns yearly before our ſaid Warden, before the 
Day of St. Michael in September, under the Forfeiture afore- 
ſaid. We have granted alſo for us and our Heirs, that all 
our Tinners aforeſaid, all their Tin ſo weighed, lawfully may 
Sell to whom they will in the Towns aforeſaid, doing thereof 
to us and our Heirs the Coinage and other the Cuſtoms due and 
uſed, except we, or our Heirs, will buy the ſaid Tin ourſelves: 
Wherefore we will, and for us and our Heirs ſtraightly Com- 
mand, that our Tinners aforeſaid have all Liberties, free 
Cuſtoms, and Covenant above written, and that the ſame with- 
out Lett or Impeachment of us or our Heirs, Juſtices, Eſchea. 
tors, Sheriffs, or other our Bailiffs or Miniſters whatſoever, 
they reaſonable enjoy and uſe in Form aforeſaid, theſe bein 
Witneſs, the Worthipful Fathers, V. Biſhop of Coventry an 
Litchfield, S. Biſhop of Sarum, and F. Biſhop of Carliſle, 
Henry Lacy Earl of Lincoln, Raulfe of Mount Hermer Earl of 
Glouceſter and Hertford, Humphrey of Bobun Earl of Hereford 
and Eſſex, Adomar of Valence, Hugh le de Spencer, fobn 
Haſtings, and others. Given by our Hand at Weſtminſter, the 
roth Day of April, in the 33d Year of our Reign.

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Confirmation of the Charter by Parliament. 


The Declaration, Limitation, and Expoſition of the Charter 
of the 33d Edward I. that was made in Parliament 
Anno 5oth of Edward III. but never printed before ; 

. tranſlated into Engliſh. | 


O our moſt excellent Lord the King, this Petition in be- 

half of the Comonalty of the County of Devon, that 
he would be pleaſed, by the Advice of his Clergy, Earls, 
Barons, and other wiſe Men in tkis preſent Parliament, to or- 
der, that ſome Remedy may be put to the many Extortions, 
Oppreſſions, and Grievances, that are from Day to Day put in 
Practice, and hath for a long time been ſo practiſed by the 
Tinners and the Officers of the Stannaries, as well as by the 
Lords and others, to the prejudice of the ſaid Commonalty, 
under Colour of the Franchiſes to them granted by the Char- 
ters from our Lord the King, and from his Predeceſſors, con- 
trary to the Law and the Intention of the ſaid Charters, and 
by 1 evil Interpretation of the ſaid Charters, and that the 
ſaid Charters, and all the Franchiſes in them comprehended, 
may be read and declared Article by Article, fo that the Com- 
monalty of the ſaid County, may fully and directly underſtand 
the Contents thereof, and that the ſaid Declaration may be re- 
corded; and if there ſhould be any Article in the ſaid Char- 
ters, that relate to the Cuſtoms and Uſes, that our ſaid Lord 
the King would be pleaſed in a ſhort time, to order and com- 
mand ſufficient Judges, Gentlemen, and others, learned in the 
Law in ſuch behalf, to enquire into the ſaid Cuſtoms and Uſes, 
and that they may have Power to hear and determine, con- 
cerning all the Conſpiracies, Confederacies, Alliances, Plots, 
Extor tions, Oppreſſions, Grievances, Falſities, and Mainte- 
nances, which they the ſaid Tinners, and their Officers have 
committed againſt the ſaid Commonalty, where any of them 
may complain if they pleaſe ; to which End alſo, the King 
being a Party concerned, it being to be underſtood that our 
Lord the King will be a great Gainer, and on the other Part, 
if no Remedy be put toit at this preſent, they will in a ſhort 
time daily go on grinding, diſinheriting, and deſtroying them, 
which God forbid. The Tenor of any of the Articles in the 
ſaid Charters that there is occaſion for an Explanation of, be it 
underſtood as follows, Imprimis, viz.

Whereupon be pleaſed to declare, if any other Perſons, be- 
fides the Tinners working in the ſaid Stannaries, ſhall have and 
enjoy the Franchiſes granted by the King in the ſaid Charter, 
and allo the ſaid Charter implies, Quod omnes Stannatores pred” 
operantes in Stannariis illis ſint liberi, &c. And other Perſons, 
than the working Tinners, that is to be underſtood, their Ma- 
ſters that hire then, and their Servants, and others claiming 
alſo the ſaid Freedom; and moreover pleaſe to declare, if the 
{aid working Tinners ſhall enjoy the Franchiſes at any other 
Time than while they are Working in the ſaid Tin-works, as 
alſo the ſaid Charter implies, Dum operantur in eiſdem Stanna- 
riis, liberi ſint, &c. 

In right of the ſaid Words, Operantes in Stannariis, illis & 
dum operantur in eiſdem Stannariis, they are clearly to be un- 


derſtood, de operariis laborantibus duntaxat in Stannar illis fine 
frande & dolo, & non de aliis nec alibi laborantibus. 


Item, Let it be declared, if alſo the Working Tinners ſhall 
enjoy alſo thoſe Franchiſes, ſo as they enjoyed them at the 
time, even in the Demeſnes which id belong to King Layell, 
now in the time of our preſent Lord the King; the which King 
Layell did grant to them the ſaid Charter, at the time when he 
granted them the ſaid Franchiſes; as alſo the ſaid Charter im- 
plies, Quod omnes Stannatores pred” operantes in Stannat illis 
que ſunt Dominica noſtra dum operantur eiſdem in Stannariis 
int liberi, &c. And they claim to have right, other than on- 
ly when they Work in the ſaid Demeſns of the King Layell, 
in right of the ſaid Article, for that there is another Article in 
the ſaid Charter, that gives them Leave and Licence to dig in 
Terris Moris & vaſtis ipſius Dom Regis, & aliorum quorumcung; 
in Com pred” & aquas & Curſus aquarum ad operantes Stanna- 
riarum præd divertere ubi & quoties opus fuerit & emere Buſcum 
ad functuram Stanni ſicut antiquitus fieri conſuevit ſive impedi- 
mento Domini Regis hæredum ſuorumEpiſcopor Abbatum,Comitum, 
Baronum, ſeu aliorum quorumcunq; &c. It ſeems to be a very 
neceſſary thing in this Caſe, that their Cuſtoms and Uſes be 
enquired into, and that the Captain of the Tin-work have a 
Charge that he do not permit any Tinner in the ſaid Tin- 
work, to dig in Paſture Land, nor among Woods, nor to ſeek 
among 
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among Woods nor among Houſes, nor diſturb Waters, or any run- 
ning Waters, out of Malice, and if it ſhould fo happen, that the 
ſaid Captain ſhould make any excuſe, that the ſaid Tinners will 
not obey his ſaid Orders, nor ceaſe their malicious doings for him, 
that then immediately complaint ſhall be made to the King and 
Council, and due and haſty Remedy ſhall be ordered, 


Item, That it be in a ſpecial Manner declared, that thoſe 
Judges that ſhall be now allotted to go thoſe Circuits, to make 
the ſaid Enquiry, take the Iſſue of the Country, if there is any, 
between Party and Party, and how that Article foregoing, con- 
cerning the Cuſtoms and Uſes, has been executed before the ſid 
Charter of King Layell was made, and by whoſe People the ſaid 
Iſſue ſhall be try'd, that is to ſay, the which by Foreigners only, 
or by Tinners only, or by both. 

In right of the ſaid Article, that the Advice of the Grand 
Council be taken, and that the Records in Eyre be there, if there 
be any, and other Evidences and Remembrances of the King's 
Treaſury, and then and alſo the Remembrances of the Lords, 
which they have, to be for the Time ſearched and duly examin'd, 
and alſo on the contrary, that the ſaid Tinners do produce all 
their Books and Evidences, the which being produced and well 
inſpected, thereby we may the better come to the knowledge of 
the right Truth. 


Item, Let it be declared, whether the Warden of Stannary, can 


decide any Cauſe betweenTinner and Foreigner upon any Diſpute 


arifing, other where than in thoſe Places where they are at work, 
as the ſaid Charter implies, Quod Cuftos noſter pred” vel ejus lo- 
cum tenens teneat omnia placita inter Stannator pred” emergent” 
G etiam inter ipſos G. of forinſecos de omnibus tranſgreſſionibus 
querelis & contractibus factis in locis in quibus operantur infra 
Stannar præd ſimiliter emergen &c. 

Wherefore he is to decide the Cauſe of ſuch Diſputes as ſhall 
ariſe between ſuch Perſons as are both of the ſaid Country. 

In right of this Article, if they have extended the Juriſdiction 
clearly, according to the Words of the ſaid Charter, that is to 
ſay, in locis ubi iidem operarii operantur, and not otherwhere, 


and in no other Manner, 


Item, Be pleaſed to declare upon what the ſaid Charter implies, 
albeit & , qui Stannator præd' in aliquo delinquerint per quod. 
incarcerari debeant per Cuſtod' præd arreſtentur & in Priſona 


noſtra de Lydford & non alibi detineneantur quouſque ſecundum 


legem & conſuetudinem Regni noſtri deliberentur ; and in this 
Caſe, that a Tinner be taken for Felony, and delivered to the 
Warden, he is very often ſuffered to go at large, from whence 
much Danger hath many times happened, and alſo from there 
not having been a Delivery of the ſaid Goal not above once in ten 


Years, and that it may be for a Colour to this ſame Article, the 
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Warden ſerves himſelf now, by ſome other Priſon, to kee 
them in for Arrears of Accompts, and puts them in Lidford, 
where they are ſo much favoured, that they never endeavour to 
do any thing to pleaſe their Maſter. 


In right of this Article, let it be with all Diligence enquired 
into before thoſe Judges that now next of all ſhall be allgned, 
that they Enquire by what Authority they do it, albeit ſince 
in the ſaid Charter, they are excepted, in Special all Suits of 
Lands, and of Life and of Member, and that the Return of 
that Enquiry be declared in Special, if there be occaſion. 


And according to this Act, a Commiſſion iſſued out in theſe 
Words following ; 


Antient Statutes were made upon the Petition of the Com- 
mons in Parliament unto the King, in which Petition was ſet 
forth, that which they did deſire of the King might be enaQ- 
ed, and paſſed, not by Bills prepared, as now they do.

Irſt, Whereas for the better Preſervation and Maintenance of 
the Havens and Ports of Plymouth, Dartmonth, Tring mouth, 
Falmouth, and Fomey, there have been heretofore two ſundry 
Statutes and Acts in the High Court of Parliament holden at 
Weſtminſter, whereof the one in the 23d Year, and the other in 
the 27th Year of the reign of the late King, of moſt famous Me- 
mory, King Henry the Eighth, were ordained and made, in which 
ſaid Statutes, it hath, been by great Policy ordained and deviſed, 
that no Perſon or Perſons, from and after the end of the ſaid Par- 
liament, ſhould labour or wark in any manner of Tin-works, 
call'd Stream-works, within the aforeſaid Counties of Devon or 
Cornwall, nigh to any of the freſh Waters or Rivers, or other 
low Places, there deſcending, or having Courſe to the aforeſaid 
Havens and Ports, or any of them, or ſhould labour, dig, or waſh 
any Tin, in any of the 15 Tin-works, call'd Stream-works, un- 
lefs the Digger, Owner, or Waſher, did make ſufficient Hatches 
or Tyes, in the end of their Budles and Cords, and therein pur, 
or lay, or cauſe to be put and laid, all their ſaid Stones, Gravel, 
and Ruble, digged about the ſearching, finding, and waſhing of 
the ſaid Tin, there to be wholly and ſurely kept by the ſaid 
Hatches and Fies, out, and from the aforeſaid freſh Rivers upon 
certain Pains mentioned in the {aid feveral Statutes, as further in 
the ſaid Statutes, more at large, 1s contained ; which ſaid Statutes, 
for that they (not being put in due Execution) have not brought 
ſuch Redreſs of the Anoyance of the {aid Ports and Havens as 
there was meant, and hath been looked for.

HEREAS the great Court or Parliament holden at Crock- 

erentorre, the 28th Day of September, in the ninth Year 
of the Reign of our Sovereign Lady the Queen's Majeſty, that 
now 1s, one Statute was then and there made and ordained for 
the avoiding of the abundance of Waters out of Tin-works, which 
were not then, nor by any Means before that Time, able to be 
wrought ; and one other Statute was then and there made, 
for the Repeal of certain Statutes concerning Pitches and 
Releaſes, and thereupon one other Statute was alſo made for the 
reviving of Bounds and Pitches of Tin-works, and in Default 
thereof, the tenth Part to be gain d from the old Owners, by o- 
ther Mens Pitches, and beſide the ſaid ſeveral Statutes, it was 
alſo then and there enacted, ordain'd, and eſtabliſh'd, that all o- 
ther Acts and Statutes, before that time made, and at that great 
Court or Parliament, or before, not annihilate, or made void, by 


_ eſpecial Words, ſhould from thence forth, ſtand, remain, and be 
in their full Force and Strength, and in the ſame ſeveral Statutes 


more fully and at large is contained and expreſſed, and for that 
the ſaid ſeveral Statutes were never imprinted, becauſe of ſome 
Ambiguity and Doubt conceived, (as is well known) touching
